Iron Guard was reported Wednesday 
to have taken a bloody revenge: on 
the regime of former King Carol early 
Wednesday by executing 64 political 
prisoners near the grave of Corncliiu 
Zelea Codreanu, founder o£ the guard. 


They fell under the rifle fire of a 


troop of Iron Guardists at Bucharest's 
grim prison, according to the Hungar- 
ian news agency and other corrobora- 
tive sources which penetrated the cen- 
sorship imposed in Rumania by the 
Iron Guard Government of Premier 
Ion Antonescu. 


All the judges and gendarmes al- 


elged to have had a part in the mass 
killing of Iron Guardists when Carol 
was on the throne were reported shot..

LITTLE ROCK—Like their pioneer 


ancestors, who served full meals be- 
cause they lived-at-home. some 19,0-15 
farm families working with the Farm 
Security Administration in Arkansas 
will sit down to tables heaped high 
with food fit for a king and give 
thanks Thursday, just as the Pilgrim 
fathers did more than 300 years ago. 


For many of these families Thanks- 


giving dinner this year will be some- 
thing to write home about—because 
hundreds of these families have pro- 
duced their own food and meat this 
year for the first time. It will mark 
the first time, in many years, that they 
have not prepared a Turkey Day din- 
ner from paper sacks and tin cans. 


"These families will be able to have 


that traditional Turkey Day dinner 
with all the trimmings, because they 
have abandoned the one-crop system 
of farming that prevented them from 
growing their own fruits, vegetables 
and meat," said Miss Gladys L. Waters, 
Associate Director for the Farm Se- 
crity Administration, who has charge 
of the food preservation program in 
the state. 


And what a dinner they could have. 


The amount of food stored by these 
families would make the harvest of 
the Pilgrims look like a mole-hill. 


"Practically every family could have 


baked chicken, and roast beef and pork 
will be served by hundreds, while 
:nany will kill their own turkeys for 
the festive occasion. All of the fam- 
ilies will have fresh milk and butter. 
Corn muffins will be made from corn 
they have grown," said Miss Waters. 


Regardless of the number of Tur- 


key Days they celebrate thus year, 
most of the farm families working 
with the Farm Security Administra- 
tion have sufficient food stored to 
take them through the winter and 
spring. Take a look in the pantries

'broken by only two men in either 
of the major parties since pre-Civil 
war days.

I ion. Cleveland did twice and although 
he was a defeated candidate when he 
was nominated in 1892, this was some- 
what offset by the fact that he had 


I been President for four years BEFORE 


i his defeat. These are the two exctpt- 
ions and both were Democrats. Let's 
look to the roster of defeated Repub- 
lican candidates. 


The first candidate of the Republican 


party as we know it today was Gen 
John Charles Fremont, Indian fighter 
California hero, and veteran of a do- 
zen western ventures that had made 
him a national figure. James Buchanan 
beat him in 1856 and although Fremont 
remained in the limelight a good many 
years (he was territorial governor of 
Arizona and he was nominated by a
